Notational Symbols 



1. Proportional Notation: a note's duration is calculated in terms of time values instead of rhythmic values 

2. Quasi-Sprechstimme: approximated pitch in a speechlike manner 

3. Register: a note is sung with respect to register, and not actual pitch, i.e. "high" "mid" "low" 

4. Spoken: not sung at all 

5. Sung Glissandi: singer will sing the contour of the gliss shape 

6. WV: wide vibrato not to exceed a major third 

Viola Quarter-tone symbols: 

j? tj jj arrows indicate quartertone directions 
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Viola will also employ 5 and 6 from above with the same parameters 
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
